AN ENCOUNTER WITH DEATH. 


HIS COMPANION, JAMES JOHN- 
SON, KILLED. 


Remboy Doesn’t \Know How He Es- 
caped—Frightful Tragedy En- 
acted Near Godfrey, 
Illinois. 


Charles W. Remboy, a coal miner of But- 
ler, N. J., passed safely through an en- 
counter with death near Godfrey, I1.. 
Thursday night more frightful in its realism 
than any bbood-curdling scene of the mod- 
ern melodrama. : 


Remboy slept on a railroad track by the 
eide of James Johnson of. Climax, Mich. He 
awoke in the glare of a locomotive head- 
light with the roar of a train in his ears. 

ohnson was crushed, mangled and killed; 
Remboy escaped umhurt. 

The e rience of the instant after that 
awakening in the path of the rushing jug- 
gernaut thas turned Remboy’s hair white 
and wrecked his nerves.

STEAMER PARIS IS DOOMED. 


Heavy Seas Are Driving Her Astern 
Landwards and the Officers Pre- 
pare to Leave. 


COVBDBRACK, Cornwall, June 10.—The 


American Line steamer Paris, which ran 
on the rocks off ‘the Manacles, May 21, is 
now known to be doomed.

UP A CLEVELAND LINE: 


THEY START A BUS SERVICE. 


About 900 Employes Are Now Out, 
Demanding the Recognition of 
Their Union. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 10.—At 4 o'clock 
this morning the motormen and conductors 
of the Cleveland Blectric Railway Co., 
known locally as the Big Consolidated, de- 
clared a strike, tying up the entire sys- 
tem, including the Euclid, Wade Park, Ce- 
dar, Central, Scovill, Wilson, Broadway, 
Jennings and Brooklyn lines.

President Bryan announced that no more 
donferences would be held with the com- 
pany unless the officers seek out and treat 
with the union.

AUSTIN, Tex., June 10.—The first effects 
of the flood in the Colorado River and its 
tributaries has just reached Lagrange, be- 
low here, and a rise of 40 feet is expected, 
which will entail great loss. 

The Colorado River has a tortuous course 
after leaving this city. A number of bridges 
between here and Lagrange have been 
washed away, the heaviest logs in this re- 
spect being the new bridge at Smithville. 

his structure was not quite completed 
when the flood struck it. It gave way 
and the heavy steel timbers were swept 
down stream, The contractors’ loss is $60, ° 
000 


Below Lagrange are some of the richest 
sugar plantations in the South. They are 
directly in the path of the flood. The com- 
plete destruction of the crops, as wel] ag 
many expensive houses, is certain to oc- 


cur. 

The San Saba River, which empties into 
the Colorado north of here, played havoc 
with property along its whole course. A 
number of houses in the town of San Saba 
were caught in the flood and washed away. 
Two young ladies were drowned and about 
twenty other persons, mostly negroes, who 
were living in the bottoms near the town, 
are missing. 

The path of the flood covers a distance of 
over 1000 m'les of the richest bottom lands 
in Texas. Almost every foot of it was in 
a high state of cultivation, wheat, corn and 
sugar cane being the principal products 


grown. 
It is estimated op ae loss to crops 


alone will reach $1,000,000. 

There is no decrease in the rise here. A 
third flood rushed over the great dam here 
to a height of 12 feet again.

NEW YORK, June 10.—When asked how 
he cane to be beaten Fitzsimmons said:

More persons watched the progress of the 
Jeffries-Fitszeimmons fight, as accurately 
and swiftly recorded by the Post-Dispatch 
bulletin service, than saw the fight itself. 

No such crowd was ever seen before 
around the bulletin board of a newspaper, 
not excepting even the crowds that have 


gathered on election nights. It was simply 
tremendous. ; 

The announcement in the Post-Dispatch 
Friday afternoon that bulletins would be 
displayed and an extra issued caused the 
crowd to gather early. At 7:30 o'clock a big 
knot of men and boys stood ir front of the 
Post-Dispatch building watching curiously 
the stereopticon man as he got his machine 
ready. hen he showed some funny pic- 
tures as a test, the crowd shouted and 
laughed in simple good nature. Steadily it 
grew. Every street car line converging down 
town brought recruits. Each car that passed 
up or down Olive street found the mass of 
men harder to penetrate. 

The crowd was of every class. Old men 
and small boys, swells and workingmen 
clerks, lawyers, doctors, merchants all 
stood in the damp alr under the cloudy 
sky, which threatened rain every moment, 
waiting patiently for the show to begin. By 
8:30 o’clock the crowd had grown until it 
filled Olive street from building to building 
and from Broadway to Sixth street. It was 
a dense mass, s0 tightly wedged and ham- 
mered together by the pressure from each 


bulletin screen, that it seemed one might 
walk tasily upon the surface of heads. It 
wasn’t a surging crowd, except in spots 
where some luckless one tried to move and 
caused a ripple by his fruitless str Te.

The United States paid the railways for 
1898 nearly $29,000,000 for transporting the 
mail. Sixty years ago 974 miles of railway 
carried all our mail; at the close of the 
Civil War there were 23,401 miles; in 
the 260 separate routes aggregated 174,777 
miles. Compared with this the railway 
postal service of all other nations dwindles 
into insignificance. Germany, the nearest 
approach to a rival, has only 27,243 miles; 
France follows close with 25,665 miles. Our 
postal-cars .during the year 1898 ran a dis- 
tance of 281,586,000 miles. This means that 
every hour one of our mail trains traveled

MISLEADING REPORTS PUBLISH-

Americas Are Still Confident of the 
Adoption of Their Projects 
for Arbitration.

THE HAGUE, June 10.—The chief dele- 
gates to the peace conference met to-day 
to discuss German complaints against the 
secrecy imposed upon the delegates and the 
consequence of misleading reports pub- 
lished, and it is understood that Count 
Murfater, head of the German delegation, 
was instructed to propose that the procto- 
cols for the plenary sittings of the com- 


mittees be published immediately after 
they are drawn up. 

American delegates tell the representative 
here of the Associated Press that they are 
still confident of the adoption of some of 
their conference projects for arbitration, 
but the preliminary discussion yesterday 
indicates the impossibility of maintaining 
them all. ‘For instance, it is impossible to 
carry the proposal that the judges of the 
arb.tration tribunal be elected by the high- 
est court of justice of each country, as 
some of the .European countries do not 
possess a judicial organization permitting 
such procedure. It is expected that the 
outcome will be that each country will be 
free to choose the manner of nominating 
its own judges. 

The Americans propose to insist upon @ 
| permanent tribunal. If this is impossible 
they hope to obtain at any rate the institu- 
tion of a permanent commission. They will 
also imsist on other points. 


BARRIOS IN AMERICA. 


Guatemalan Was Forced to Flee From 


His Country. 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 10.—Antonio Bar- 
rios, leader of the Liberal party of Guate- 
mala, whose followers are striving to place 


him in the presidential chair now occupied 
by Manuel Estrada Cabrera, was a passen- 
ger on the Pacific Mail steamer San Jose, 
from Panama. He is gon of late Gen. Ru- 
fino Barrios, founder of the Liberal party 
of Guatemala, whose term ag President cov- 
ered a period of 14 years. 

Senor Barrios, while admitting that his 
residence in San Francisco was due to a 
political difference, would not acknowledge 
that he was forced to flee from his coun- 
try. Other passengers, who arrived by the 
Same steamer, say that not only was he 
compelled to take his departure, but was 
allowed only two days to do so. They say 
also that Guatemala is on the verge of a 
revolution, which will probably result in the 
downfall of the Cabrera Government to the 
gain of the Liberals, who are almost unani- 
mous in their choice of Antonio Barrios for 
President. 


STRIKE OF 25,000 IN SIGHT. 


Trouble Expected in the Central Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., June 10.—A strike of 
25,000 coal miners in the central district of 
Pennsylvania is threatened. Within the 


last 10 days secret meetings have been held 
at Robertsdale and Clearfield, at which 
the national and district officers of the 
United Mine Workers’ Association were 
authorized to prepare the machine miners 
of the whole district for a strike to be de- 
clared as soon as those officials thought 
the time propitious. A letter from a na- 
tional organizer received here declares that 
this will be within a month or six weeks. 

A complete tie-up of the mines in the 
central region, which includes the counties 
of Cambria, Clearfield, Jefferson, Arm- 
strong, Huntingdon, 
Center and Clarion, would seriously hamper 
the great ship coaling depots of the Hast- 
ern seaboard, for that is where most of the 
product goes.
